French invaded the Iroquois coun-

for a time, but in 1755 the warriors

the conquest of Canada. When in the 
American 
Revolution the Red- 


skins sided with the British with the 
result that when the English forces 
were shipped the tribesmen found it 
desirable to take up their residence 
In Canada.

NOT YET QUITE HAPPY. 


The wheat farmers 
ought to be 


happy, but they—or many of them— 
are not. 
Contrary to expectations 


there Is an immense crop of wheat 
from even a cut-down acreage and 
the producers are busily selling it at 
prices averaging an increase of 25 
per cent. But complaint comes from 
prospering wheat farmers that the 
corn crop is limited and sells at a 
dollar, corn having got a bad start 
in the spring and failed to recover.

local farmers' 


point of view, the Emporia (Kans.) 
Gazette vividly describes the situa- 
tion as follows: 


The chickens can't afford to eat 


dollar corn. It takes a ten-cent hog 
to eat dollar corn, and there are no 
ten-cent hogs. The eight-cent steer 
doesn't flare touch dollar corn, or 
his owner will go into bankruptcy. 
It •would he better for the Kansas 
farmer to bring his steer and hog to 
the best hotel in the State and keep 
them there rather than to feed dollar 
corn sit thn 
present 
price of live 


stock. The horse can't 
eat dollar 


corn and compete 
with fifteen-cent 


gasoline. And if the 
folks 
in the 


house try to eat 
dollar corn, they 


might better eat turkey and tropical 
fruits. 


In other words, what is welcome 


to tho corn producers is an abomina- 
tion to the wheat farmers, but does 
anybody remember a period wherein 
everi'thing was just right for every- 
body?

Folks Do Not Wed 


Ratio ot Marriages In Greater New 


York is Creator, Although Failure 
to File Mairiaup Certificates May 
Ik- Partly Itosi>ons,ible for 
Poor 


Showing Upstate.

Albany, X. y., Sept. 24.—(Special 


to the 
Freeman)—State Commis- 


sioner of Health Matthias Nicoll, Jr., 
thinks that the swains and sweet- 
hearts upstate are more bashful than 
they aie in the metropolitan district, 
that there should be more marriages 
in that section. Pointing out that the 
ratio of marriages during 1923 111 
Greater Xeiv York is far higher than 
the remaining section of the state, 
Commissioner Xicoll mildly scores 
certain officials for their delinquency 
in compiling and tiling with the 
health department records of mur- 
riages. 


"A comparison of marriage 
re- 


turns for 1922 and 1923 for Now 
York city and the rest of the state 
suggests some interesting questions," 
says Commissioner Xicoll. "Are the 
young men 
of marriageable 
ago 


above the Bronx losing their nerve 
or becoming more cautious in th« 
matter of 'popping 
the 
question,' 


than their New York city brothers 
or are the girls of the greater city 
more susceptible to the 'endearing 
young charms' of their male admir- 
ers than their upstate sisters? 


"An examination of the 
records 


in the state department of health in- 
dicates that in New York city there 
was an increase o£ 8,238 marriages 
in 1923, as compare;! with 
1922 


This means that 22.4 out of each 
1,000 
persons 
married 
in 1923, 


while in the preceding year the rate 
was 19.9 per 1,000. 
In the rest of 


the state it appears that there were 
only 62 more marriages in 1923 than 
in 1922—not enough to affect 
the 


previous rate of 17.4 per 1.000 per- 
sons. 


"This apparent backwardness up- 


state is probably to some extent ex- 
plained by the unfortunate fact that 
the legal machinery for the record- 
ing' of marriages is so cumbersome 
that the state department of health 
has 
great 
difficulty 
in 
securing 


prompt and complete returns. 
The 


result is that the filing of the rec- 
ords of several thousands of mar- 
riages occurring upstate each year is 
delayed and apparently 
some 
of 


them never reach the department. 


"Tinder the Domestic 
Relations 


Law, which covers the recording of 
marriages, the records go first to 
town and city clerks; they are re- 
quired to file them 
monthly with 


county clerks, \\lio, in turn, are re- 
quired to file them 'during the first 
twenty days of Januarj, April.

A dark object 
reflects but little of the light that 
falls upon it—perhaps less than 
ene-fourth; a light colored object 
reflects a large part of the light— 
perhaps three-quarters. 


If we are to see objects, the light 


must fall upon them and be re- 
flected from them. 
The more 


darkly they are colored, the more 
light is needed to enable us to see 
them. The light that falls on ob- 
jects which we wish to see'may be 
termed useful light. Moit electric 
lamp bulbs when used without 
shades or reflectors throw out light 
in all directions—just as much to 
the ceiling1 and walls of a room as 
down to the table top. Well de- 
signed shades are made so that 
they not only soften the light, but 
also reflect some light that would 
otherwise be wasted and direct it 
downward and outward to the ob- 
jects that we wish to see. 


GLOOM 


Proper lighting requires two 


things: First, that there be enough 
light so that the eye can see quick- 
ly and easily; and second, that 
this light be shaded and so placed 
in the room that the eye is not 
strained by glare. 
Many homes 


have soft, shaded light that is too 


work without help. 


DECORATE WITH LIGHT 
Up to this point we hav* 


thought of lighting only ai it helps 
us to see easily—in other words, 
as it is useful. Of course, this it 
very important in erery room In 
the home, and everywhere else. 
But when we light our home, w» 
want the lighting to make each 
room pleasant and attractive, and 
our lighting, except for the work 
rooms (the kitchen, the laundry, 
the basement and attic), should be 
as much of a decoration or orna- 
ment as the pictures and rugs and 
curtains. 


Lighting equipment may be or- 


namental and decorative, and at 
the same time it can be made in 
such a way that it will properly 
light the room. Much of the light- 
ing equipment in use today can be 
greatly improved by using shades 
that arc longer, so that the bulb 
is completely hidden from the «ye 
and denser, so that no extremely 
bright spot appears in the center of 
them. 


A FEW CAUTIONS 


Here are a few cautions that 


will help you protect your eyes: 


Don't judge the amount of light 


in a room by the brightness of th 
dim for good vision; others have I bare^n'shaded""bulbs?" That is the 
enough light but harmful glare is | indication of glare. 


Don't expose your eye§ to un- 


shaded lights. That may cause eye- 


a1 part of it; too few homes have 
plenty of light without glare, which 
is necessary for proper lighting 
and the protection of eyesight. 


The eye is truly a wonderful or- 


gan. 
Because it does not always 


immediately complain, we often 
make it work under great difficulty, 
and strain it. 


Have you ever stopped reading 


because of a feeling of discom- 
fort? You have a headache with- 
out any reason for it that you can 
think of, or your eyes feel tired, or 
you find that you cannot fix your 
attention on your book or paper. 
You may find later that these are 
signs you were straining your eyes. 


We can see under a dim light, 


but we can see more easily and

with too little light, we are likely 
to find that our eyesight ia affected, 
and that we may need glasses.

Don't read while facing a bright 
light or a sunny window. Have 
the light come from beside you or 
over your shoulder. 


Don't use bright lights against 
a dark background. 


Dont try to read in a dim light 
that tires your eyes. 


Don't let your lighting equip- 


ment get dirty. Clean it regularly. 
Dust and dirt may cause you to 
lose as much as one-half or even 
three-fifth.} of the light that the 
bulbs proauce and that you ars 
paying for. 


Don't depend on taking out light 


bulbs to connect appliances and 
portable lamps. Have convenience 
outlets put in for this purpose. 


Don't be indifferent to the pres- 
ervation of your eyesight
